New York, Dec. 26.—"We gave the ves- 


sel up for lost many times," said a pas- 
senger of the liucr State of Nebraska, 
which got in. yesterday eight days late, 
after a stormy passage from Glasgow, 
the stormiest in fact she has ever expe- 
rienced. 
And the appearance of the Nebraska 


fully confirmed the stories of the passen- 
gers as to the heavy weather experienced 
and the perils of the passage. 


Lifeboats were gone, the bridge badly 


damaged and the lighthouses forward— 
the signals of the night—were destroyed. 
Heavy seas had battered the liner nnd 
great waves had dropped upon her decks, 
wrecking all that was wreckitble and 
shaking the vessel from stem to stern 
as she labored to drive her prow through 
the mountainous seas. 


Thrice duiing the trying days of the 


ctorm and stress had the State of Nebras- 
ka broken down, and thrice had the chief 
engineer,- "William Middlemas by name, 
knocked rods -and vaLves into working 
shape again. And perhaps it was due to 
him and his skill that the good ship got in 
safely at last to be moored at h A pier tit 
West Twenty-first street in time to give 
her passengers and crew a Christmas dia- 
ner ashore. 


Six Days of Storm. 


The State of Nebraska left Glasgow on 


Dee. 0. For three days all went well, but 
ou the 9th the bad weather began in earn- 
est It blew harder and harder from dead 
ahead until the ship could hardly stem the 
waves and wind. On the third day of the 
storm the State of Nebraska lopj-'ed only 
47 miles a day, and for six days she 
niata senrcely an average of 100 miles a 
day. 


The wind blew continually from tho 


southwest, and the liner pounded and 
pounded irto tho huge seas, at times al- 
most coming to n standstill and then 
crawling ahead lamely and making n 
short distance r.nly to halt a Cain.

LEPROSY IN PHILIPPINES. 


More Then Thirty THou»nJt<l In th> 


Archipelago to Be Colonised. 


Washington, Dec. 20.—Other problems 


than the maintenance of law and order 
are receiving serious attention in the 
Philippines. A board of health has been 
organized, with Surgeon Guy L. Edie as 
president. 
In a report received by the 


war department Major Edie tells of the 
30,000 lepqvs in the archipelago and of 
the plan to colonize them ou an island to 
be given up to their use. He writes: 


"Leprosy was introduced here in 1C33. 


The emperor of Japan sent a ship with 
150 lepers as a present to be cared for by 
the Catholic priests. These lepers -were 
allowed to land, and as no practical 
methods were ever adopted to eradicate 
the disease or prevent its spread it stead- 
ily increased until now, according to the 
estimates of the Franciscan Fathers, 
there are not less than 30,000 lepers in 
the archipelago, the larger number beinf; 
in Yisayas. 


"When a house to house inspection was 


made last January more than 100 lepers 
were found concealed in houses and were 
sent to San Lnzaro hospital in Manila. 
Many others cs-caped into'the surround- 
ing country. The necessity of the segre- 
gation and isolation of the lepers on one 
of the islands was early recognized and 
agitated by the board of health. As soon 
as the conditions permitted the authori- 
ties appointed a commission to select a 
suitable island or island:; for this purpose 
and to present plans and estimates of 
buildings and to formulate the necessary 
regulations. This commission is now en- 
gaged in the work."

Shaw, who had been filling the position 
of United States consul at Barranquilla, 
Colombia, and who was recently appoint- 
ed consul general to Singapore, commit- 
ted suicide in a hotel here last night, lie 
opened a femoral artery and slashed bis 
throat and wrists with a knife. Ill health 
is supposed to have affected his mind. 
For three years he had attended to his 
duties as consul at Barranquilla while 
revolution!; shook the southern republic. 
Heat, fevers and the arduous duties un- 
derrnjned his health, and he asked for 
and obtained leave of absence early last 
August. His dislike for the old post in- 
creased, and he sought another appoint- 
ment and was successful in his quest anrJ 
a month ago was named consul genera 
at Singapore. After receiving the ap 
pointment he decided that it would be 
necessary to return to Barranquilla to 
settle his affairs. He left the home of hif 
sister in (Jertnantown, near here, where 
he hnd hern staying, two weeks ago ant 
sailed from Xew York on the steamer Al 
tai. That was the last beard of him un 
til he \\aoi found dead. Mr. Shaw was 3!; 
years old and a native of Clearfleld conn 
ty, Pa. He is survived by a widow an 
two sons.

The other day I read an account of a 


young fellow of 21 who was convicted for 
the twenty-eighth time as a drunk anjl 
disorderly. The poor wretch openly boast- 
ed in court that he intended to break the 
retoid previously held, 1 believe, by the 
late unlameuted Jane Cakebread, who 
was convicted more than 400 times of the 
same offense. 


In the many prisons I have myself vis- 


ited I have found exactly the same de- 
plorable state of affairs with regard to 
theft, burghiry and kindred crimes. In 
one English prison, lor Instance, I saw a 
man about 40 who had spent nearly SO 
years of his life in reformatories and 
prisons. His family was most respecta- 
ble, 
and he had had every assistance, 


but it was no use. He was a crook, and 
he simply couldn't go straight. 


To punish these miserable people with 


terms of imprisonment and then let them 
loose to commit new crimes—practically 
their only possible chance of getting 
bread and butter—is about as sensible as 
it would be to discharge a scarlet fever 
patient from a hospital during the scal- 
ing period of the disease. Yet year after 
year we go blundering along, knowing 
perfectly well that our reformatories aad 
prisons are simply academies cf crime, 
centers of infection from which tho moral 
disease is unceasingly spread. 


Now, 
this is one of those things which 


they manage a great deal better iu 
France, and how they do it is what 1 pro- 
pose to toll here. A pickpocket, a profes- 
sional beggar or a habitual "drunk and 
disorderly" is brought up for his or her 
fouith or fifth conviction. It is proved be- 
yond doubt that he or she is incapable of 
performing the duties and therefore of 
exercising the rights of a free citizen. 
Sentence is passed for the last time, a 


iccognition was mutual, and the two 
men were delighted to renew their ac 
quaintauce after half a generation.—Co- 
lumbia State.

encu of human crime. 


It is on the is,le of Pines that the firs 


process of compulsory reCoiiuaiion be 
gins. The hard casos are lodged in bar- 
racks, fed and taught, possibly for the 
first time in their lives, how to do use- 
ful 'Kork. 


Their working day is about SPV^U hours 


and a half, and from what I have seen 
of them they are well treated, well fed 
and by no moans overworked. Of course 
very few of them know anything about i 
trad<\ Their only idea iu life has been 
to loaf from the crudle to the gra\e. 
Those who can ne\cr be made into woik- 
mon or workwomen are put ou the field', 
farms and coffee plantations. Others sue 
taught trades, und gradually the aimlebb, 
shiftless loafer of the shuns becomes u 
more or less skillful cnrponter, blacl. 
smith, wheelwright or btoupinason. 


Tho women \\oik in the fields just as 


the free peasant woir.cn do in Franco or 
taught straw plaiting, hatmaking anil 
that kind of work. 


Those who conduct themselves -well and 


really try to work can earn a few sous a 
day. Half their earnings is saved for 
them by the government against the day 
of partial release. The other half the.v 
are allowed to spend on little luxuiies 
which of course always take the form of 
something to cat or drink or smoke. 


All this time they are under what is 


practically prisoii discipline, and it id 
wonderful how quickly this shapes tho 
bully and blackguard of the streets into 
the decent industrious workman, who 
knows, that good work and good behavior 
will win hiui comparative freedom and 
the right to live a really ploa&nuter lifo 
than he could ever have led as a criminal 
in France. 


At length, for those who have been 


proved capablo of a certain amount of 10- 
gcneration, arrives the day vihon they 
pass from "collective" to "individual" 
relegation. In other words, they are per- 
mitted to leave the barracks and the la- 
bor gang and soek such employment as 
thoy can get in the colony. 


If thoy have learned a trade, they rnny 


practice it. There are, indued, cases 
where a hopeless case in France has be 
come an employer of labor in the colony. 
Others go into domestic service, and sonic 
got minor posts under the administration. 
I met one mild eyed old gentleman in tho 
isle of Pines who was employed as secre- 
tary to the government.

4. German Catholic Prteit Founded 


It In America. 


It was in Covington, Ky., that the first 


wire nails were made in America, 
la 


1875 Father Goebel was pastor in charge 
>f St Augustine's Catholic church iu 
hat city. 
Before he came to this country from 


Germany he had seen Frenchmen and 
Germans hammering nails out of wire. 
,Vhen he had established himself in tlna 
ministry at Covington, he opened a forge 
,n an old outbuilding standing in a brick- 
yard. 
He started the making of vyiro 


nails, first by hand, and gradually one 
.mprovement after another came to hi»- 
mind and was carried out until tbe nails 
made were more useful and could bo 
made more cheaply. Soon after he began 
he improved upon the old nail by cutting 
barbs in its sides, and by this they wero 
made to hold more firmly. Then to ac- 
celerate his Mork he made a die, into 
which he slipped the wirft that hnd beci 
cut tA proper lengths, and while resting 
on these dies the head was pounded on 
the nail. On an anvil he hammered on 
;he point, and the barbs were cut in the 
sides by hand. 
It was the nail that is 


made today, but the production was so 
expensive that it "was impracticable for 
ordinary use. 


It was about this time that the French 


introduced a machine that would do what 
Goehcl was doing by hand, and as soon 
as the hitter heard of it he imported onr 
of these machines. The introduction of 
this machine was the real beginning ot 
the wire nail industry in this country ou 
ft large scale. It was a qnoer machine 
when it was received, but the principle 
was right, and the great machines that 
today turn out hundreds of thousands 01 
nails a day are constructed on identically 
the same plan. It was operated by hand, 
and the speod was CO nails a minute. 
Goebel attached a flywheel, geared it to 
steam and by other improvements in 
creased the machine's spoed to double 
this capacity, which was as many as 21 
or 30 mon working by h;iud could pro 
durc. This was the "single headoi" nm 
chine, making one nail fit each stroke, 
and this machine produces with its pros 
ent improvements as high as -115 nails : 
minute, -while tho double headeis, produc 
ing two nails at n stroke, tuin out fiom

If there 
is the slightest flaw in the shaft it is apt 
to snap off like a piece of glass. I re- 
member, before I quit the sea," continued 
the es-captain, "I was once first officer 
on a fino cargo tramp from Liverpool. 
Our chief engineer was an old Welshman 
named Dawe&. He w as a rough old fel- 
low, with mighty little ot what you 
might call book education, but if there ev- 
er was a natural bora genius he was tbe 
men.' Engineering aeerneu to be a kind of 
an iufctmcl wfcii him, and when there was 
any trouble v.ith the machinery he could 
put his finger on the exact spot, where 
another man might be pottering around 
for a day. 


"At the time I have in mind we had 


cleared from our home port with a mixed 
cargo for Kio, and ou the second day out 
old Dawes all of a sudden, stopped the en 
gines. It was my watch, and I went b 
low to find out 'what was up. 'There's 
something wrong- with that propeller 
shaft,' he said, and he took a lantern and 
started to i:o ovur it, inch by inch. Inside 
an hour he found two holes, that had bueu 
bored in it about midway down, where 
the strain was the greatest, and nicely 
filled up with soap and plumbago. It 
was evidently th» work of sm assistant 
engineer who had a row and quit at Liv- 
erpool. Any big shock would have been 
certain to break the shaft in two, but, a« 
Providence willed it, we had smooth 
weather up to that timo. Dawcs riveted 
a stool collar uround the weak spot, ami 
we rnadu Kio without accident under 
about three-fourths speed. I often asked 
him afterward how he came to snsppct 
anything was wrong, and all he could 
tell me \\ as that the shaft 'sounded rof- 
ten.' I suppose there was some false noto 
in the violation; either that or it was the 
biggest piece of luck on record."—Ex- 
change.
